In Trouble with Law 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — A cof­ 
fee house sponsored by church 
groups as a haven for the rebel­ 
lious beard-and-sandals set has 
run into trouble with narcotics 
agents and police. 
But the sponsors say they are 
not surprised and there is no 
immediate 
sign 
that 
they’ll 
withdraw their support. 
“ I find that most people want 
to lock up the younger genera­ 
tion and throw away the key,” 
said the Rev. Richard D. Mow- 
ry, manager of the coffee house 
called Loaves and Fishes. 
“They want to push them off 
into a corner of society where 
nobody ever sees them,” he 
added. “ We can’t do that.” 
The Rev. Mr. Mowry, 37, a 
Presbyterian minister, was re­ 
leased on his own recognizance 
Friday after his arraignment on 
charges of keeping a disorderly 
house. 
He and 29 youths were arrest­ 
ed in a raid on the coffee house 
by Allegheny County detectives 
shortly before midnight Thurs­ 
day. The detectives said Ihey 
found marijuana and pills that 
were sent to a laboratory to de 
termine it they were narcotic. 
Police said they acted aller 
neighbors complained of tiuije 
from the coffee hun >c on Belle­ 
fonte Street.

No significant ground action 
was reported by the U.S. Com­ 
mand today, but American pi­ 
lots were busy over North Viet­ 
nam Friday hitting several key 
targets on the outskirts of Hanoi 
and striking surface-to-air mis­ 
sile sites just north of the demil­ 
itarized zone.

States three planes shot down 
by ground fire in the Hanoi 
area,

brought to 533 the total number 
of planes announced lost during 
the war. The three crewmen 
were listed as missing in actiou. 
Ham Tan, target of today’s 
Communist attack, is a coastal 
city with a population of about 
11,000. The U.S. Command said 
a South Vietnamese unit and the 
American compound in the city 
were hit with IOO rounds of 
82mni mortar, 20 recoilless rifle 
rounds aud heavy small arms 
and automatic weapons fire. 
The 45-minute attack was di­ 
rected against the oute r peri­ 
meter of the South Vietnamese 
unit, which suffered 
moderate 
casualties.

Since the beg inning o f federal 
farm pro g ams in the 1930s, the 
g o vernment—as well as fro m 
leaders 
—have used a price 
standard fo r g aug ing whether 
farmers were do ing g o o d o r 
po o rly. This standard has been 
called the parity price stand­ 
ard. 
The standard set up a price 
g o al fo r individual farm pro d­ 
ucts which wo uld g ive them as 
much buying po wer, in term s o f 
no n-farm g o o dB and services, 
as they enjo yed in a previo us 
favo rable perio d, usually 1910-14, 
with subsequent time adjust­ 
ments. 
Fo r years, the parity stand- 
ard w'as hailed no t o nly by 
farm ers, but by their leaders 
and by po liticians as the best 
po ssible yardstick fo r measuring 
eco no mic weil-being —o r lack o f 
it—o n the farm. It was the ba­ 
sis o f party platfo rms and the 
theme o f many po litical speech­ 
es made to g et larm vo tes.

The standard set up a price 
goal for individual farm prod­ 
ucts which would give them as 
much buying power, in terms of 
non-farm goods and services, 
as they enjoyed in a previous 
favorable period, usually 1910-14, 
with subsequent time adjust­ 
ments. 
For years, the parity stand* 
ani was hailed not only by 
farmers, but by their leaders 
and by politicians as the best 
possible yardstick for measuring 
economic wed-being—or lack of 
it—on the farm. It was the ba­ 
sis of party platforms and the 
theme of many political speech­ 
es made to get term votes. 
But for several years, Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture Oville L. 
Freeman has argued that the 
parity yardstick is not a very 
good one because it fails to 
measure farm income. Prices 
could be at or above parity, 
but farm income could be low, 
he has said, for lack of volume 
of products available for mar­ 
ket.

Electric Progress 


Electronic 
miniaturization 
already 
has made tremendous strides in com­ 
pacting huge power sources into small 
areas. One need only compare some of 
the earlier computers with today ’s 
models to note the effect of increasing 
improv ements in miniaturization ev en 
in this already sophisticated area. 
But this degree of sophistication is 
but the beginning. A well-developed 
field of electronic ex ploration — cy ro- 
genics and superconducting dev ices 
— promises a revolution in electrical 
transmission with wide applicaton. 
Superconducting dev ices are those 
whch eliminate v irtually all resistance 
to electric current. They operate by ex ­ 
posing the conductor to ex tremely cold 
temperatures, in the realm of 450 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit below zero. 
At that temperature, electrical resis­ 
tance is v irtually non-ex istent. The 
better conductors such as copper or 
aluminum show a drop of 
10,000 to 
100,000 in resistance between room tem­ 
perature and absolute zero. But super­ 
conductors such as tin and lead show 
an even sharper drop in resistance at 
v ery low temperatures. 
There are two significant adv antages 
to superconducting dev ices. One is the 
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greater efficiency in electric current 
transmission by eliminatio n o f resist- j 
ance. A magnet 
capable o f pro ducing 
a magnetic field of 100.000 gauss, which 
is 200.000 times the magnetic field o f 
earth, absorbs 3,000 kilo watts o f electric 
energy if operated at ro o m tempera­ 
tures. But a cry omagnet wo uld require 
only 120 kilowatts, and a superco nduct­ 
ing magnet would need 
no ne. 
Greatly reduced space requirements 
are the second adv antage. An o rdinary 
copper wire carry ing a 200-ampere cur­ 
rent is *6 -inch in diameter. A superco n­ 
ducting wire need only be l-100th o f an 
inch. Translating this into 
practical us­ 
age means a city ’s electric power sub­ 
station w o u l d be reduced to the size 
of a small office. 
One of the first applications o f such 
super - magnets is in the 
weight-co n­ 
scious space program, and much o f the 
research is being supported by the Na­ 
tional Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration. But the possibilities fo r co m­ 
mercial, residential and industrial uses 
of superconductors are endless. 
This is a pro duct o f space activ ities 
which pro mes to pay div dends fo r fu­ 
ture generatio n!.

Electronic 
miniaturization 
already 
has made tremendous strides in com­ 
pacting huge power sources into small 
areas. One need only compare some of 
the earlier computers with today’s 
models to note the effect of increasing 
improvements in miniaturization even 
in this already sophisticated area. 
But this degree of sophistication is 
but the beginning. A well-developed 
field of electronic exploration — cyro- 
genics and superconducting devices 
— promises a revolution in electrical 
transmission with wide applicator 
Superconducting devices are those 
whch eliminate virtually all resistance 
to electric current. They operate by ex­ 
posing the conductor to extremely cold 
temperatures, in the realm of 450 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit below zero. 
At that temperature, electrical resis­ 
tance is virtually non-existent. The 
better conductors such as copper or 
aluminum show a drop of 10,000 to 
100,000 in resistance between room tem­ 
perature and absolute zero. But super­ 
conductors such as tin and lead show 
an even sharper drop in resistance at 
very low temperatures. 
There are two significant advantages 
to superconducting devices. One is the 
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greater efficiency in electric current 
transmission by elimination of resists 
ance. A magnet capable of producing 
a magnetic field of 100,000 gauss, which ] 
is 200,000 times the magnetic field of 
earth, absorbs 3,000 kilowatts of electric 
energy if operated at room tempera­ 
tures. But a crvomagnet would require 
only 120 kilowatts, and a superconduct­ 
ing magnet would need none. 
Greatly reduced space requirements 
are the second advantage. An ordinary 
copper wire carrying a 200-ampere cur­ 
rent is Vi-inch in diameter. A supercon­ 
ducting wire need only be l-100th of an 
inch. Translating this into practical us­ 
age means a city’s electric power sub­ 
station w o u l d be reduced to the size 
of a small office. 
One of the first applications of such 
super - magnets is in the weight-con­ 
scious space program, and much of the 
research is being supported by the Na­ 
tional Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration.

Should rain halt the mowing 
operations the hatching percent­ 
age would Increase. 
Early mowing means less hay- 
tonnage, but a higher protein 


The second mowing, therefore, 
should be delayed beoynd this 
date. 
Night mowing should be dis­ 
couraged in favor of daytime 
operations. It has been proven j 
that more nesting birds escape 
the cutter bar dunng the day 
than at night 
If road right-of-way* (berm, 
ditch and shoulder) must be 
mowed during the growing sea­ 
son, then mowing of the bern 
only during May and June would 
be a great asset in reducing 
nest and heD losses. 
Game f l u s h i n g apparatus j 
should be used if at all possible. I 
This practice would save many 
hens to renest. These devices 
may be obtained by contacting 
Weldon. 
If nests 
are 
located, they 
should be mown around, leav- 
mg as little vegetation as pos­ 
sible at the site. Large amounts 
of vegetation left around the nest 
attracts many kinds of preda- 
tors. 
Unbroken nests should never 
be robbed of eggs. Hens will 
often return and hatch them.

The modern hospital as we 
know it today has undergone ma­ 
jor changes 
in 
service since 
World War II. In the first half of 
the Twentieth Century the hospi­ 
tal emerged from its historical 
status as a place of custodial 
care to an institution of cure. 
Handmaiden to this changing 
role was the revolutionary ad­ 
vancement of medical science. 
But as the modern hospital de­ 
veloped, so did its need for high­ 
ly educated and highly skilled 
personnel to bring to the patient 
new procedures, techniques and 
equipment of expanding medical 
research. Unfortunately, hospi­ 
tals found 
themselves 
at 
a 
marked disadvantage in attract­ 
ing and retaining “new breed’’ 
persons required to staff the 
sons required to staff the mod- 
modern institution. 
At the close of World War II 
industry wages were nearly dou­ 
ble those paid in hospitals. In 
most areas hospitals were draw­ 
ing from the bottom of the labor 
pool 
In 1946 the average annual 
wage of the hospital employe 
lagged by 97 per cent when 
compared to industry. By 1961 
this gap had been narrowed to 
31 per cent. 
With the current wave of hos­ 
pital salary and wage increases, 
precipitated in part by the stand 
of professional nurses whose pay 
had fallen behind, the hospital 
wage scale is beginning to ap­ 
proach the level of industry. 
As this wage gap closes, hos­ 
pitals will be able to compete 
successfully for skilled labor 
people in the community. 
However, hospitals continue to 
be criticized for the rapidly in­ 


creasing costs of hospitalization. 
It is not likely this upward trend 
in costs will suddenly reverse 
itself. 
Since nearly two-thirds of the 
hospital’s operating expenditur­ 
es are paid out in wages, cost 
increases can be expected as 
long as more and more is paid 
for skilled help to provide the 
best in patient care. Meanwhile 
hospital personnel finally are 
reaching wage levels common in 
the community. 
The impact of wage costs on 
hospital costs is magnified be­ 
cause of the nature of hospital 
service — a person-to-person 
service. This allows little oppor­ 
tunity for mechanization and au­ 
tomation of hospital work. 
Since World War II general in­ 
dustry has been able to hike 
productivity by about thee per 
cent each year. This increase 
provided a buffer by which gen­ 
eral industry could absorb a 
large portion of wage increases 
granted and to that extent not 
disturb their costa of operation. 
Hospitals, lacking the oppor­ 
tunity to increase productivity, 
must still match whatever wage 
increases general industry might 
give in the future. Therefore, 
the more efficient industry be­ 
comes 
with 
its 
automated 
equipment the more adverse will 
be the effects on hospital costs. 
Ther** are those who have 
shouted “ irresponsible” w h e n 
hospitals have called attention 
to their Limitations in controlling 
the upward spiral of hospital 
costs. Hospitals could be accus­ 
ed of being * irresponsible” if 
they failed to inform the public 
of the heavy impact that wages 
have en hot pital costs, and the 
inevitable consequences of this 
itnnacl en toe rates raid by the 
community for hospital prepay­ 
ment plans such as Blue Cross.
